The young man to whom* reference has 
been nude was Mr. Charles Bradfield, 
brothei of William R. Bradfield, of this 
borougli, who, for many years a resident 
of Bm'ol, was prominent in every move- 
mnnt that had for its object the good of 
his fellow man. As soon as a church was 
orennijrd and a building competed, Mr. 
Bradfivld was elected conductor of music 
ana 
ruling elder. He retained these 


positions during the whole of Mr. Har- 
low's ministry. 
Being frequently a dele- 


gate to the large gatherings of noted 
devines and laymen of tne Presbyterian 
Churcli, Mr. Bradfield 
became 
quite 


prominent, and when an agent for the 
American 
Sunday School 
Union was 


n anted to inaugurate and take charge of 
that association in Bucks county and 
vicinits.Mr. Bradfield was unanimously 
recommended by the Presbytery for the 
position. He accepted and at once en- 
tered upon his work, devoting his entire 
time to visiting all Sunday Schools in 
behalf of tbe Sunday School Union, and 
organizing new schools at all points 
where a field and material could be found. 
He was engaged in this work almost five 
years, with excellent results, the fruit of 
which may be witnessed in the flourishing 
schools now existing from Lambertville 
to Bridgeton in New Jersey, and from 
New Hope to Philadelphia on the Penn- 
sylvania side of tbe Delaware. A short 
time previous to tbe death of Mr. Brad- 
field, one who visited him wrote: "If 
they (his old associates and tbe pupils of 
tbe schools) could with the writer visit 
that man, whose days are nearly run, 
witose nge is tbree score and ten, whose 
hair is white as snow, and whose entire 
mortality seems tottering on the verge of 
tbe grave ; if they could witness tbe new 
life that permeates bis feeble body as be 
goes ovor tbe glorious times experienced 
in the vigor of manhood—seeking to do 
what good be could, they would realize 
what » grand thing it is to work for 
others.

—There are now over 300 institutions 


in this wintry which have been in the 
habit of conferring honorary degrees, and 
the wide differences in schohrly standards 
between tlicse so-called colleges have 
made the degrees which they confer 
practically valueless. In 1879, 285 of 
these institutions created l.">0 Doctors of 
Divinity and R5 Doctors of Law ; and in 
the brief space of two years 428 honorary 
degrees »ere conferred. 
Among the 


Congregational ministers in Massachusetts 
one out of every eleven writes D.D. after 
his name ; in the Presbyter! in church one 
to about 8 3 of the 5,086 clergymen are 
Doctors of Divinity; in the Kpiscopal 
church one out of every 6.5 : among the 
Methodists and Baptists the proportion is 
probably much less. These figures are 
very suggestive showing as they do that 
these honors have been too generally and 
promiscuously distributed to really carry 
anything more than an indefinite social 
imp irtancc. A vigorous attempt is being 
made to make tbe degree of Ph.D. a gen- 
uine honor by conferring it only after 
examination. Now, if tbe colleges will 
agree to follow the lead of the principal 
colleges in New England, these ancient 
and honorable distinctions, which scholars 
in all ages have prized, may be rescued 
from tbe law condition into which they 
have fallen, and restored to something 
like their former place in the respect and 
judgment of the world.—Christian Union.

In Philadelphia [attended the elections. 


A boisterous time they had, disgraceful 
to the city, disgraceful to the State.

The judges or inspectors of elections

Some rolled off from the 
window, like rolling a barrel down hill, 
and each man below mast take care of his 
own head.

frequently pulled down headlong, and 
sometimes caught by the legs and grasped 
by as many as could reach them, tj^l they 
broke the bold of the window sash and 
then be was snaked off. And thus the 
parties fought and contended till ten 
o'clock at night, when the polls clow.

Evfeey days show that the attempt of

Australia the marsupialia multiplied, ant 
spreading northward, mingled with the 
boreal fauna that had been driven south- 
ward.

The edentata (sloths, armadillos, ant- 


eaters and their relations) first appeared 
in Patagonia in the miocene period, and, 
spreading northward, became the charac- 
teristic 
animals of South America 


Edentates (the aard yurk or cape ant- 
eaters) occur also in Africa, which was 
probably once connected somewhat with 
tbe ancient antarctic continent. 


In man> cases tbe animals of northern 


origin, which are the more numerous, can 
be distinguished from the southern, but 
in other coses we cannot distinguish them, 
since, on tlie one hand, animals which 
naturalists place in the same family on 
account of resemblances in structure may 
very possiMy have had a distinct ancestry, 
and, 
on the other hand, the northern 


'orms, which evidently predominate, have 
not only varied greatly in the course of 
ages, but have penetrated far toward the 
southern extremities of the continents. 
As regard' tho northern hemisphere, the 
rescmblani es between the fishes, insects 
and mullusca of the Old World and of the 
Vew are even more striking than those of 
the higher animals —Phila. Record.

"The boys will be gone several days '" 
"Oh, no. A good cowBby will ride 


from thirty to forty miles in a morning, 
coming up to his pony herd and taking 
out another one of his ponies, just as he 
needs them. Sometimes a cowboy will 
ride down three or four ponies in a day. 
When the foreman 'covers his dog,' as it 
is called, the cattle are gathered in the 
prairie in small herds, and then comes the 
fun. 
On the wiry, little fleet-footed 


Indian ponies who'll dodge and back and 
stop in a twinkling, the cowboys rush in- 
to the herds, and shouting, yelling, and 
swearing, separate the herds, and drive 
out those having the brands of tbe dif- 
ferent owners." 


"Then every man has his own brand '" 
Most assuredly. There are no two brands 
ilike. Some are slits, some letters, some 
holes, and some figures. In fact, there 
is every conceivable form of mark. 
When a man wants a brand be gets it up 
and has it recorded in the office of the 
Uounty Clerk, in a book that is especially 
kept for the purpose. All the cowboy* 
are not engaged in 'cutting'out—that is,
